Deputy District Attorney Susan Wondries says 
she is “satisfied” but Defense Attorney James 
Brustman is “very disappointed” with the jury’s 
verdict of second degree murder in the conviction 
of Sierra Madre chiropractor, V^non VilrOy John¬ 
son. 

The jury took one day of deliberation to come 
back with the decision which means Johnson faces 
a' sentence of 17 years to life in prison for the 
murder of his wife, Betty Florence Johnson. Her 
body was found a block from the Johnson home 
on June 9,1985. The murder took place June 8. 

The jury consisted of seven women and five 
men. 

Wondries told The News, “His first eligibility 
for parole is seven-and-a half or eight years. 
Whether he gets parole or not is another story.” 

Brustman said, “Johnson and 1 are both very 
disappointed. At age 65 he faces most of his life 


when he kept insisting he “couldn’t consciously 
remember” and that he “blanked out.” It fact, 
one juror said several on the jury were inclined to 
go for first degree but several others were unable 
to recommend “deliberate” action on the part of 
the defendant. 

The juror added that manslaughter was never 
a possibility considering the circumstantial evi¬ 
dence. The jury did not feel Johnson was drun^t 
when he killed his wife. They thought he had 
been drinking but that he knew what he was doing. 

Brustman also told The News that his demand 
for a retrial comes because Judge Rowen disal¬ 
lowed testimony from A psychiatriit who had eiN 
amined Johnson while he was uodaulM influence 
of sodium amytol.

Planning Commission reviews 
R-3 ordinance at tonighfs meeting 


‘Citizen’ applications 
open untii Dec. 24 


The News reported that the City Council 
had allowed salary increases for Sierra Madre 
city employees at last week’s regular meeting 
and the actual import of those percentages 
equals less than $50,000 more in next year’s 
fiscal budget, City Administrator Jim McRea 
reports. 

In the 1987 fiscal year the impact will 
be 3.75«7o (or one-half the 7'/iV# allowed). In 
the next fiscal year, completed June, 1988, 
the impact at 6.25% will be greater, McRea 
reports. 

‘‘The overall increase will more than 
double so we’re looking at $70,000 additional 
for the budget.” This includes benefits, Mc¬ 
Rea reminds residents. 

More indepth information will be avail¬ 
able as it is outlined by McRea.

McRea continued, “ll attempts to provide pro¬ 
tection to the adjoining residential areas as well.”

Ben Lovejoy of Sierra Madre has done it again 
— he is director of design for more of the Festival

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Christmas 
fire safety 

Ones again anothar year has paaaad 
and the holidays are upon us. It’s time 
to begin thnking about presents, decora¬ 
tions and all the holiday activities that 
surround us. This for most Is a joyous time 
of year, but for some It may bo filled with 
sadness and tragedy due to fire. Hero are 
a few fire safety tips that will ensure a 
safer Christmas season. 

A fresh tree will stay green longer 
and be less of a fire hazard than a dry tree. 

To check for freshness remember. 

1. A fresh tree Is green. 

2. Needles are hard to pull from 
branches. 

3. When bent between fingers, fresh 
needles do not break. 

4. The trunk butt of a fresh tree is 
sticky with resin. 

Do not rely on chemical coatings or 
sprays to flameproof your tree. Place tree 
carefully, away from fireplaces, radiators, 
or other heat sources. See that it is out 
of the way of traffic, and does not block 
doorways. 

Cut about 2" off the trunk. Mount tree 
In a sturdy water holding stand and fill 
with water. Keep base filled with water 
while tree Is indoors. Remember, remove 
tree when It starts to become dry, heated 
rooms dry trees out rapidly, creating fire 
hazards. 

Indoors or outside use only lights 
that have been tested for safety. Identify 
these by the Underwriters Laboratory label. 

Check each set of lights, now or old, 
for broken or cracked sockets, frayed or 
bare wires or loose connections. 

Discard damaged sets or repair them 
before using. 

Check labels of outdoor lights to see 
that lights are waterproof. Don’t use 
Indoor lights outside or vice-versa. 

Do not use any more than three sets 
of lights per single extension cord. Turn 
off all lights on tree and other decora¬ 
tions when you go to bed or leave the 
hoi’C'3. Never use electric lights on a 
metallic tree. 

Never use candle on a tree or near 
other evergreens. Place candles where 
they cannot be knocked down or blown 
over. 

Before lighting any fire, remove all 
greens, papers and other decorations from 
the fireplace. Check to see that the flue 
Is open. 

Keep a screen In front of the fire¬ 
place while a fire is burning. Never place 
a tree in the fireplace to burn. When dry, 
greens burn like tinder. Their flames can 
flare out of control sending sparks fly¬ 
ing about a room. Dispose of trees prop¬ 
erly by cutting up and throwing into a 
trash can, or by having it hauled away. 

Never burn wrappings and boxes in a 
fireplace. A flash fire may result, for wrap¬ 
pings can ignite suddenly and burn 
fiercely. 

Give gift of 
friendship and life 

The holiday season is traditionally a 
time of celebration and gaiety. Another 
December tradition, however, is that 
nearly 2000 unfortunate individuals may 
die, nationwide, in motor vehicle colli¬ 
sions involving the use of alcohol, accord¬ 
ing to the Greater Los Angeles Chapter 
National Safety Council. 

The safety council asks holiday hosts 
and hostesses to promote their safety ef¬ 
fort by using the “Designated Driver” con¬ 
cept at all gatherings where alcohol will 
be served. The number of tragic seasonal 
fatalities can be reduced if this act of 
friendship is offered along with an alco¬ 
holic beverage. 

Other suggestions follow: 

1. Use these “Christmas Wrappings” 

... The finest “Christmas wrappings” for 
your safety and the safety of all passen¬ 
gers in your car are seat belts and they 
do not go out of season when the holidays 
are over — but they must be worn to be 
effective. 

2. Drive with the holiday spirit — not 
spirits . . . More than half of all traffic 
fatalities during December involve drink¬ 
ing drivers. There is only one sensible 
rule on driving and drinking — don’t. 

3. Walk on the dry side . . . One out 
of every four holiday season accidents 
involve a pedestrian who has been drink¬ 
ing. 

4. Avoid the Christmas crush . .. De¬ 
cember is the deadliest traffic month of 
the year. Experienced drivers yield the 
right of way, maintain safe following 
distances, signal properly and give a 
“brake” to pedestrians. 

5. Give yourself a gift . . . This gift 
is “peace of mind” and it can be obtained 
by knowing that you have not intentionally 
done anything to endanger others during 
the holiday season. 

Have happy holiday by living by the 
rules.

Some 2.2 million vet¬ 
erans and dependents 
will benefit next month 
from a 1.5% cost-of-liv¬ 
ing increase in Veterans 
Administration disability 
compensation. 


The rate boost, which 
will be reflected in VA 
checks issued Dec. 31, 
1986, resulted from legis¬ 
lation signed by Pres¬ 
ident Reagan in October. 


The kitchen is often the 
busiest room in the home, 
and this is especially 
true at Christmas when 
so much time and so many 
people are involved in 
preparing the traditional 
dinner. Unfortunately, 
the kitchen can sometimes 
be a dangeous place. 
The National Safety 
Council reports that more 
than 3 million people were 
injured in home accidents 
last year, and many of 
these accidents occurred 
in the kitchen. 

Burns, falls, poison¬ 
ing and cuts are the most 
frequent kitchen acci¬ 
dents, although gas as¬ 
phyxiation and electrical 
shock occur often enough 
to deserve special atten¬ 
tion. 

— Many hands make 
work light, but too 
many people in a kit¬ 
chen can cause con¬ 
fusion, and accidents. 
Keep pets, children, 
toys and excess people 
out of the kitchen when 
you’re cooking. 




— Beware of steam 
burns. Remove pot lids 
away from you, and 
turn the nose of tea 
kettles toward the'rear 
of the stove. 

— Dry foods thorough¬ 
ly before frying. Water 
can cause grease to 
asplatter. Keep pans 
covered when frying 
to prevent burns. 

— Never substitute 
chairs, tables, counter 
tops or boxes for a 
sturdy stepstool when 
you want to reach high 
places. 

— Immediately wipe 
up liquids and foods 
that have spilled to 
avoid slipping and fall¬ 
ing. 

— Keep poisonous sub¬ 
stances out of chil¬ 
dren’s reach and prop¬ 
erly marked so that they 
won’t be mistaken for 
something else. 

— Keep electrical ap¬ 
pliances and their cords 
away from the edge of 
the counter ,

again to have that information allowed but the 
judge remained strong in his refusal. 

Wondries described the murder for jurors: 
Johnson chased his wife through their home in the 
hills above Sierra Madre, shooting at her four times 
before inflicting the fatal gunshot wound directly 
against her temple. 

Wondries explained that Johnson loaded the 
body into the family Cadillac, dumped her body 
one street over from the Johnson home, threw the 
gun down the cliff from the Johnson home, then 
tried to clean up the bloody mess left throughout 

the home, the driveway and the car. 

Johnson then went to bed and reported his 
wife’s disappearance to the police the next morning. 

Police, however, spotted the bloodstains and 
gunshot holes throughout the home and placed 
Johnson under arrest the day after the murder. 

He has been out on $50,000 bail ever since 
until the trial began three weeks ago. 

Johnson is now incarcerated. 


Many veterans have 
unused benefits left 


The Veterans Admi¬ 
nistration reports that 
more than 269,000 post- 
Vietnam veterans who 
are eligible for Veterans 
Educational Assistance 
Act (VEAP) schooling 
arc failing to take ad¬ 
vantage of the multimil- 
lion-dollar program. 

While on active duty, 
these veterans paid up to 
$2700 each into the 
VEAP fund, but have 
since failed to sign up 
for education benefits 
worth more than $8100. 

To qualify for VEAP 
benefits, veterans who 
contributed must sign up 
within 10 years after be¬ 


ing discharged from ac¬ 
tive military service. 
Veterans who contribu¬ 
ted to the fund also can 
apply for reimbursement 
of their contribution, 
even after the 10-year- 
limit period for educa¬ 
tion benefits expire. 

VEAP benefits are for 
servicepersons who en¬ 
tered the Armed Forces 
after Dec. 31, 1976, and 
participated in the con¬ 
tributory program. Ser¬ 
vicepersons have until 
Mar. 31, 1987. to begin 
contributing to the pro¬ 
gram, which is being 
phased out.

Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

Okay, so the holiday season is almost 
here. And you will probably have all sorts of 
goodies to serve to your friends. One of them 
will be the ever-popular peanut. 

Do you have any idea how Planters shells 
all those peanuts without breaking them? 

Well, it might not seem significant, but 
shelling peanuts means cleaning, sizing and 
shelling about 100,000 pounds of peanuts in an 
hour. 

First of all, 1 guess you didn’t know that 
peanuts grow in the ground. They are 
harvested, and arrive at the processing plant, 
along with dirt, sticks, and genuine rubble. 
They are dumped into a machine and all that is 
mechanically separated. They are cleaned 
several times, and then sized. From there they 
are roasted in their shells and sent along a 
conveyor belt, and an electric eye sorts out 
the discolored ones. Rejects are then picked 
out by hand. 

But wait. We still have to crack them. The 
sheller and cracker is a semicircular basket 
with openings of various sizes to accommo¬ 
date the different size peanuts. Then there is a 
series of bars that turn at a rate of 200 
revolutions per minute, and as the peanuts 
are struck by a beater they are forced through 
the holes in the basket, and the shells crack 
and a large fan draws off the hulls. 

That’s a lot of work. From therse some are 
processed into peanut oil or are dry roasted. 
And 1 bet you are wondering how long this 
process takes. Would you believe just 30 
minutes? So the next time you bite into a 
crunchy peanut, just remember its history of 
its being. Not that it matters, but at least 
you will have a good story to tell your 
friends this holiday!

Some 11 years ago Arcadian Lillian Cedcr- 
quisi made a wrong telephone call that turned out 
to have a major influence on her future. Because 
she accidently called Virginia Curtis of the former 
Puppet Theater in Sierra Madre. Cederquist began 
a hobby that has made her Beatrix Potter puppet 
shows popular throughout Southern California. 

l ong a Potter buff, it only seems natural for 
Cederquist to specialize in interpreting the stories 
of the Lnglish author through her new interest in 

puppetry. , 

While in lingland to do research for their 
project, the Cederquists were interviewed by Ware 
Publishing, the original and exclusive publishers 
ot the Potter books. 

In 1980 they were invited to become charier 
members of the Beatrix Poller Society of the United 
Kingdom and have attended the bi-annual con¬ 
ferences in Ambicside located in England’s Lake 
District. 

logether the Cederquists have written the 


scripts for their five shows, including one in 
Spanish, created the sets featuring embroidered 
appliques and the puppets which were knit with 
imagination, not patterns. They use a professional 
sound system to accompany their performances. 

Though the Cederquists put on shows in schools 
and libraries all over Southern California through¬ 
out the year, their busiest times surround the 
Christmas and Easier holidays. 

Their Christmas show, which recently played 
to three sellout audiences at the Huntington Library, 
includes “Peter Rabbit’s Christmas Dream’’ and 
“Tale of Two Bad Mice.” Future performances 
are scheduled for Sunday at Kidspace in Pasadena 
and for Monday at the Temple City Public Lib¬ 
rary and at Hinshaws in Arcadia. 

The Cederquists embarked on their puppet 
hobby for “something to do together” as Ken re¬ 
tired from the Bank of America. They first moved 
to Arcadia some 43 years ago and are the parents 
of two grown and married sons who have given 
them three grandchildren.
